DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to the amendment filed 3-13-2007, which has been entered. 
Claims 2-3 and 6-7 are currently pending. 

1 . Claims 2-3 and 6-7 are objected to because of the following informalities: the 
claims should be on a separate sheet and should be not combined with the remark. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the 
disclosure is unclear because it is punctuated by numerous individual amendments. It is 
suggested to provide a complete supplemental disclosure. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 2-3 and 6-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. In claim 1, line 1, the term addition is unclear 
because it appears that the bicycle has other planetary transmissions that are not 
claimed. In claim 1, line 8, the intended scope of the claim is unclear because it is not 
clear as to what is meant by "normal forward motion". It is not clear as to when the 
forward rotation is not normal. 
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Regarding claims 1, line 3, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed 
invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

In claim 2, it is not clear as to what is meant by a special pedal. 

In claim 2, there appears to be a double inclusion between the sun disk of line 2 
and that of line 4. 

In claim 7, the phrase "Method of getting for a bicycle" is unclear and confusing. 

5. Claims 2-3 and 6-7 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner 
required by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure, which goes to make up the device, must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. 

It is suggested that applicant arrange to contact examiner so as to clarify and 
expedite the process of this application.
